Two articles relate to the enforcement 


Df the so-called Chicago standard rates 
of pay, ten hours constituting a day's 
work with overtime pro rata. Tht3 de- 
mand, of course, has not been made on 
roads, where a better working basis is 
erflployed. 


Another Important article refers to the 


use of two locomotives on trains. It-de- 
mands that trains of over thirty cars 
shall not be operated by two locomo- 
tives, except under specified conditions, 
which include stormy weather, when a 
locomotive is to be moved to and from 
shops and to avoid running a locomotive 
light, 


WILL TRY TO SETTLE, 


Every effort will be made by the local 


committees, representing1 the railroad men 
to settle the differences with their em- 
ployers. In case they ar© unable to reach 
e n agreement, which Is very likely, the 
general committee, representing the na- 
tional organizations, will step in, send a 
representative to help the men present 
their case, and it will not be until this 
man has failed that other steps will be 
thought of. Arbitration will then be re- 
torted to. and If this%falls, a strike order 
will be promulgated. 


The 
two oiganizations involved — the 


Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen and 
Order of Railway Conductors — are two of 
•the strongest labor bodies outside the 
American Federation of Labor, and their 
•plans for the present undertaking have 
Ibeen under way since 1906. At that time 
the executive committee of the two organ- 
izations met in BostorfHo consider the ad- 
visability of making1 a demand for higher 
wages, PO that Eastern railroaders would 
be paid on the ;»ame basla as the Western 
men, who secured a substantial increase 
In 1902. In 1907 a uniform wage scale for 
the Eastern district was adopted at tho 
annual meeting, but just about the time 
Jt was to be presented, the panic came on, 
end 'the matter was postponed. 


HAVE FULL CHARGE. 


W. G. Lee, the head of the Brotherhood 


of 'Railway Trainmen, and A. B. Garret- 
son. the president of the Ordur of Rail- 
'Way Conductors, have full charge of the 
negotiations, and any steps taken by the 
railroad men will be through them.

Now, they argue, they 
should be allowed to make up this deficit 
before granting any wage demands. 


STRIKE MAY SPREAD.

It is 
understood 'that the firemen, engineers 
and switchmen, as well as the telegraph 
operators are making preparations to de- 
mand a general increase.

centricities, and thpir flights will be fea- 
tures of the meet. 


As the exponent of th'e art of fiyin= 
the Bleriot type of machine, Paulhan 
is conceded to be the greatest In the 
world. 
Of' this thn little Parisian Is a 
.part, and ho operates It with his brain, 
his hands, his feet and body. 


In the air, while he is soaring, though 


he and the machine resemble a huge 
eagle, the composite of man and machine 
is more like the dragon fly, for there 
Is the quick turn, the catapultic descent, 
the upward leap and all the while .the 
genius of the man seems to run through 
and vitalize every part of the frame.

His 
tongue is a rapier and he has measured and 
matched it with the best trained and most experi- 
enced parliamentarians and triumphed over them. 


It is- not at all surprising, therefore, that Lloyd- 


George has been the most conspicuous figure in 
the campaign and that the Conservative-Unionists 
should have concentrated their fire on him as the 
originator and chief exponent of the great reforms 
embodied in the ministerial program, the carrying 
out of which will open up a new era in English 
history.

abandoned the idea of maintaining Port Arthur 
strictly-as a fortress, for in two wars they demon- 
strated themselves that its vaunted impregnability 
was a fraud and a delusion. The latest plan, it is 
said, is to turn it into a strictly commercial port 
to displace Dalny, which the Russians built up as 
a commercial port. 
That the government will 


maintain the forts that survived the Russian sur- 
render-is, of course, certain, for even as a com- 
mercial port, it would be folly to leave it defense- 
less and exposed to attack in time of war. 


Mining Bureau Statistics. 


.The-State Mineralogist, Lewis E. Anbury, has 


made* an appeal to the mineral producers of Cali- 
fornia to co-operate with him in carrying out the 
law which makes it his duty to ascertain annually 
the amount and value of the mirieral productions 
of California. Without the co-operation of mine- 
owners it is impossible for him to obtain reliable 
data on which to base his annual compilation of 
the mineral resources of the State. With their 
co-operation the State Mineralogist's work can be 
made one-of»the most effective promotion agencies 
in operation-, in 'California, for the statistical tables 
issued by the bureau in his charge should rank as 
unquestioned authority. Capital is forever seeking 
investment in mining and official reports relating 
to the industry are used as a guide by prospective 
investors in legitimate mining. 


There was a time in the history of the State 


Mining Bureau when the compilation of its min- 
ing statistics was done in a haphazard way. It 
was open to the charge of favoritism to some 
counties, to the descrediting of others 
and 


guess work entered largely into the published re- 
ports. The bureau was not altogether responsible 
for these uncertain results. Mineowners were re- 
luctant to make returns of the output and "operat- 
ing expenses of their properties. Of course, with 
incorporated mining companies there was no dif- 
ficulty, because official reports had to issued an- 
nually of the results of operating their properties, 
for the information of stockholders. The main 
trouble was to get private companies to loosen up. 
These companies were exceedingly conservative 
in giving out inside information regarding their 
operations, and they are so still. 
But the State 


Mining Bureau pledges itself to respect the pri- 
vacy of all reports sent in from such sources and 
the identity of the information will naturally be 
totally submerged in the general results for each 
county which alone are published. 


Alameda county is interested directly in these 


bureau reports, for, notwithstanding its classifica- 
tion m the popular mind as an agricultural and 
horticultural county, it has large and valuable 
mineral deposits and 
many productive mines. 


Every resident in the county is, therefore, indi- 
rectly interested in having its mineral resources 
fairly presented in the State Mining Bureau's an- 
nual reports.

plays a violoncello by compressed air. 11 
la the invention of C. A. Parson of tur- 
bine fame, and Is an attachment for 
musical Instruments whereby the tone of 
the latter Is appreciably Increased by 
means of a current of compressed air. 


It Is a comb of multiple reed valve 


of aluminum, which is so hinged that 
each tooth of tha comb can vibrate at 
variable distance from a corresponding 
slot in a little box, to whicJi compressed 
air Is supplied at about five pounds pres- 
sure. 
The farther away the teeth are 


•from the slots the greater the flow of 
ah, and vice versa. 
The flow of air is 


ccntrolkd by a valve, and when caused 
to vibrate, the air transmits 
corres- 


ponding' sound waves Into the trumpet. 


When the auxftophona is applied to 


the cello or any other stringed Instru- 
ment the valve Is connected by a rod of 
aluminum with the bildgre of the instru- 
ment. 
Thus the valveMs caused to \i- 


brate in accord with the characteristic 
tone of the instrument. The sound Issu- 
ing from the trumpet, though in many 
respects Identical with that of the Instru- 
ment itself, is at the same time richer In 
character and greater In volume. 


At a recent concert In London one of 


the program features was a violoncello 
solo rendered in Conjunction with

auxetophoue 
At the concert the possi- 


bilities of the invention were strikingly 
evidenced. The tone of the instrument 
was appreciably 
fuller,

stronger. When the auxetophone was at- 
tached the harmonica were more cltarly 
defined than Is possible without the at- 
tachment. The fortissimo passages of the 
tones had a solid, well rounded ring of 
great valume.

the Arctic ice lying north of Siberia were

These Islands were discovered by Rus- 


sian explorers at the end of the eigh- 
teenth century and have oeen exploited 
by traders In fossil Ivory ever since As 
recently at 1898 some eighty thousand 
pounds of fossil Ivory was offered for 
sale at the fair at Yakutsk.
